BOISE — Temperoturcs cooled 
Tuesday, but more lightning and strong 
winds kept the heat on crews fighting 
wildCrcs chat heavily damaged one luxu- 
ry home and forced the evacuation of 
hundreds. ' 

A suspected humon-caused blaze that 
started in the foothills just north of Boise 
and scvei:al fires sparked by lightning 


strikes Monday night on the high desert 
south of the dty had blackcnt^ almost 
40,000adxrs. 

Hundreds of additional firefighters 
were called in, but with ro mu^ range 
and foi^ land burning cl^hcre in the 
West it was unclear how many fireHght- 
ers would be able to respond. 

In oU, some 16,000 people were fight- 


ing fires on more than 320,000 acres 
across Idaho, Oregon, California, 
Washington, Nevada, Montana and 
Wyoming. 

Don Moc was among those ordered out 
of rural homes about 20 miles southwest 
of Boise as flames raced through l»ne* 
dry cheat grass and sagebrush late 
Monday.

But Moc stayed to help two of his sons 
wet down the area around a log bam 120 
feet from his house. A section of pole cor- 
ral was all he lost. 

“When I saw the flames coming at 30 
feet high, I felt then that we were going 
to lose it. But the kids just didn’t ivant to 
give up, and thankfully they didn’t," he 
said.

Prostate surgery 
may extend life 
for 10 years 

: CHICAGO (AP) - Surgery for 
early prostate cancer is remark- 
ably successful, enabling the vast 
majority of men to live another 
10 years or more, a study found. . 

But the operation is not neces- 
sarily the best treatment for all 
men. . 

The research — the first such 
study to look at padcncs at more 
than one hospital — largely con- 
firms previous finding^ said Dr. 
Glenn S. Gerber, n University of 
Chicago urologist who led the 
study. 

Rather than answering the 
question of which is the best 
method of treating the second- 
.leading cancer Idller of men, the 
study merely provides patients 
with concrete information they 
con use in deciding whether to 
undergo surgery, Gerber said. 

An estimated 317.000 men in 
the United States will be diag- 
nosed this year with cancer of the 
.prostate, a walnut-size gland at 
the base of the urethra. 

Surgery and radiation ore the 
most common treatments, but 
■surgery can cause impotence and 
urinary incontinence, and previ- 
ous research has indicated that in 
elderly men with slow-growing 
prostate cancer, “watchful wait- 
ing" — or doing nothing — may 
be just as successful as surgery.

Law bars , 
benefits 
for illegals 

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) — 
Gov. Pete Wilson signed an exec- 
utive order Tuesday directing all 
state agendes and state-support- 
ed colleges and universities to 
halt benefits to illegal immi- 

The Republican governor 
described his executive order os 
“the first step in implementing 
feder^ v^ore reform." He said 
it would help “end the magic 
lure” of taxpayer-financed bene- 
fits that contribute to what he 
described as a* crisis in illegal 
immigration. 

In a signing ceremony in his 
Capitol office, Wilson said his 
action will mean that (California 
“no longer rewards those who 
break the law by entering the 
country illegally.” 

His office did nor immediately 
provide details of cucactly which 
services or benefits may be cut 
off, but Wilson said that the 
order would not affect emer- 
gency medical services and that 
he would ask the Legislature to 
enact laws to continue to provide 
care for sick illegal immigrants 
“for transitional purposes only.” 

“This will achieve many of the 
objectives attempted with 
Proposition 187, and in fact, in 
some areas, goes even further 
than 187,” Wilson spokesman 
Scan Wal^ said earlier. 

Proposition 187, approved by 
Odifornia voters in 1994, would 
prohibit illegal immigrants from 
receiving public education, non- 
cmcugenQ health core and wel- 
fare services. The measure has 
been held up in the couns, and 
opponents have obtained court 
orders forcing the state to 
adhere to earlier laws granting 
such services to illegal immi- 
grants. 

Few details of the executive 
or^ — which is all but certain 
to draw court challenges — were 
immediately available. 

A Health and Welfare 
Department spokeswoman said 
there are about two dozen pro- 
grams to which illegal immi- 
grants have access. 


BECKLEY, W.Va. (AP) — A 
lawsuit accusing the Mormon 
Church of failing to intervene 
when it knew a member was 
abusing his daughter should be 
heard m federal court, a judge 
has ruled. 

U.S. District Judge Elizabeth 
Hallanan said Monday the $750 
million lawsuit deals with a cru- 
cial constitutional issue. 

The lawsuit, filed by a woman 
identified only as Rebecca Doc of 
Alaska, alleges church leaders 
knew of sexual abuse her cx-hus- 
band inflicted on her daughter 
but did nothing about it until his 
arrest in 1994. 

James Adams Jr. of Crab 


Orchard was sentenced to up to 
185 years in prison in February 
for molesting the girl and her 
brother between 1989 and 1994. 

His son was 8 and his daughter 
was 5 when the abuse began, 
authorities said. 

The lawsuit names the church 
and church officials along with 
Raleigh General Hospital in 
Beckicy, Adams' employer. 
Keimcth Holt, the former bead of 
Raleigh General, also was a 
church member.

Mr. Geaiy’s condemnation is oil too fa- 
miliar. For years, we have heard the 
Form Bureau atmek conservationists os 
“radicals," “eco-nuts” and worse. But we 
drew the line when Yost and two cronies 
formed a corporation under our exact 
name - “Committee for Idaho’s High 
Desert” - and started using it to confuse 
the public. 

We sued and won in District Court, 
which held that Yost and his colleagues 
deliberately infringed our trademark in 
order to confuse the public and interfere . 
with our conservation goals. A fedei^ 
appeals court affirmed the finding two' 
weeks ago, denouncing the defendants’ 
tactics as “green scamming”.- which it 
defined as the “practice of giving envi- 
ronmentally friendly nam^ to groups ■ 
whose agendas have little to do with the 
welfare of the environment.” 


Although Farm Bureau was not a de- 
fendant in that suit, Mr. Geary is wrong 
in claiming that his organization was not 
involved. As the court held, two Farm 
Bureau employees were instrumental in 
forming the “imposter" CIHD, and they 
gave Farm Bureau’s office as its business • 
address. More importantly, the c ase grew 
out of a lawsuit filed by Form Bureau 
over the Bruncau'Snoil — one of several 
cases Firm Bureau has brought in re- 
cently, all of which it has lost ^ much 
. for not “cluttering up the courts,"- 

If Mr. Geary wants theFarm Bureau to 
protea jobs as well os the environment, • 
os he daims, we applaud him. 

We may disagree with Farm Bureau on 
specific issues, though, and ore willing to 
defend our positions in open and honest 
debate. But nobody gains from “green ; 

. scamming," name theft and other trick?

Septemb^ brit^ two 
rituals in American 
life First, we cele- 
brate Labor Day, hon- 
oring the workers who provide 
our doily bread. Second sdiools 
across the land open within a 
week or two of the summeeend- 
ing Labor holiday. 

One organizadon plays an ' 
important role in both rituals: the 
Nadonol Educadon Assodadon. 
While chartered by Congress os a 
professional organizadon of edu- 
cators, in the I)& generadon the 
NEA has been tnmsfonned into 
the nadon’s largest and most 
'powerful labor unioa 
When governments were small, 
'successful labor groups like the 
American Federadonof Labor . 
practiced “business unionism, ” 
concutradng on negotiating 
wage and worldngoondidon 
issues rather than eraphosuing 
political action. 

In the era of big government, 
however, public-employee unions 
like the N^ and the rival 
American Federation of 
Teachers have found that the 
path to success includ^ exercis- 
ing political clout 
Tte NEA combines collective 
bargaining with political 
activism. No other group, for 
example, has claimed os many 
delegates at recent Democratic 
Party conventions. 

Its substantial financial sup- 
port in political campaigns has 

- contributed to leg^tive victo- 

rics on education issues in capi- 
tals across the land.

ter issu^ the NEA benefits from 
its public-sector orientation. 
Since school boards and adminis- 
trators 9 ve away other people's 
money, they ore generous in 
negotiating with the unions. 

As a school board member, I 
once voted against a contract 
increasing teachcr-compensadon 
costs about 7 percent a year, for 
which 1 received strong union 
attacks, one witnessed ty my 
dau^ter. In 19S0, the average 
teawer's salary in the public 
schools was only 3 percent more 
than the average of all workers. 
By 1993, it was 26 percent. 

The average teacher in the 
public schools earns over 50 per- 
cent more than their counter- 
parts in private schools. Fringe 
benefits similarly exceed chose 
typically offered privatesector 
workers. Yet my main concern 
with the NEA and AFT is not that 
they extort income from taxpay- 
ers beyond what market condi- 
tions dictate. 

It is that they are (he leading 
enemy of changing a broken sys- 
tem of educational delivery in 
the U.S. Real per pupil costs of 
public schools have quadrupled 
since 1950 and they ore now 
about 50 percent higher chon in 
private spools.

Maas is serving a five-year sentence in 
the Mini-Cassia Criminal Justice Center 
for aggravated assault. He wiU be eli^- 
hle forparole in one year. 

Maas testified Monday that Butcher 
confessed to'shooting Morgan, and 
explained the details of the thnm shots 
to the head and neck area that kiUed 
Morgan. The' prosecution said Maas’ tes- 
timony was ie'most "damning'sfa'tfr — 
meni presented” and that the defense 
had providAd nothing to re^t it. 

”We do have to take his a^blUty at 
free value, but everything he has said 
matches the evidence we have seen so 
far in this case,” Bradley said. 

After hearing dMing arguments, Stb

•’ greater viewing ability for diag- 
nostics and reduction of scan- - 
ning time for each patient - 15 
minutes.'rather than up to an 
hour and a half. 

“That’s a big benefit to the 


patient,” said Joaii Meadows, 
director of patient care for the 
medical center. 

Ed Rees, the medical center’s 
chief financial officer, said the 
\ loan commitments do not place 
either the dty or county at risk. 

He said officials from St. 
Luke’s Regional Medical 
Center, the company working to 
take over the assets of WRMC, 
has not committed to assuming 
the note for the scanner.

POCATELLO (AP) — Former 
Idaho National Engineering 
Laboratory employee Jay A. 
Johnson will be sentenced Nov. 
25 after pleading guilty to federal 
charges of illegal disposal of 
waste at the site. 

Johnson, 37, formerly of 
Shelley, pleaded guilty to 
improper disposal of wastes and 
to making a false statement 
about his actions to the U.S. 
Depornnent of Enern. 

He faces up to five years in 
prison and a $250,000 fine on 
each count when he is sentenced 
by U.S. District Judge B. Lynn 
Winmill. A second defendant, 
Steve Garcia, 35, Pocatello, is 
scheduled for trial Sept. 30 in 
Pocatello. 


The FBI began investigating 
Johnson and Garcia last year and 
both men were indicted in 
February. The men tested sam- 
ples such as contaminated soil tO' 
see what they contained and how 
they should ^stored. . ’ 
The indictment charged that 
the two men had dumped low- 
level radioactive waste samples 
down a sink at the INEL and 
tossed hazardous waste samples 
In a dumpster in 1994. Many of 
the samples were polychlorinat- 
ed biphenyl — PCBs — a cor^o- 
gen commonly used as a cooUhg . 
fluid. . ’ L : . ■ ' ' . , 

Prosecutors' alleged that the 
men. dumped the samples to,, 
avoid an environmental audit 
that could have shown they had 


held onto some samples too long. 
Federal regulations allow specif- 
ic time-frames for hazardous sam- 
ples to be tested and returned to 
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Department spokesman Mark 
Camopis said it cannot be pre- 
dicted if the change will result in 
less overall spending, since 
prison medical costs vary consid- 
erably fiom year to year. 

"It’s more cost containment 
than anything else," he said.

(Large kitchen scraps or gardening 
debris should be cut into small pieces 
b^ore being added to the heap.) 

Don’t add a disproportionate amount 
of any one compost ingredient, particu- 
larly the woody ones, such as sawdust 
and wood chips, These will slow down 
•decomposition.

They arc unwanted trash to 
the homeowner who had to rake, 
sack and muscle them out to the 
curb. Some bags may not contain 
leaves and grass but genuine 
trash, such as rotten limbs and 
cast-off bedding. 

Don’t worry; you’ll learn to tell 
the difference. The bags you 
want will look smooth and well- 
filled; the leaves will crunch 
when you poke them with a foot; 
the grass clippings in the bag will

In general, I lean more toward 
the latter course. If I haven’t 
already disturbed the homeown- 
er by checking out the bags, I 
don’t want to do it by knocking 
on the door. 

The type of leaves you collect 
makes little difference; they’re 
all good for conditioning and 
enriching your soil 

In a detailed explanation of 
soil building, a magazine devoted 
to organic gardening had this to 
say; “After it has decomposed in 
the soil or the compost heap, any 
addition of organic matter is’as 
effective as any other — leaves, 
straw, plant wastes, spoiled hay 
or other locally available matcri- 
d.” 

True enough, but'practically 
speaking, oak leavers and pine 
straw are my choices. They sup- 
ply much more bulk than do the 
crisp, thin leaves of most other 
trees.

PHILADELPHIA — Interior 
designer Steven Weixler had 
long lived in spadous pre-World 
War II apartments when he 
decided to buy a small one-bed' 
room apartment in a newer 
building in Philadelphia. 

' The two main rooms of the 
SSO'Squorc-fOQt apartment, the 
bedroom and living room, 
were not only tiny, but 
the biggest window and a 
balcony wore located in 
the bedroom. The 
arrangement didn’t suit 
Weixler’s furniture, par- 
ticularly his favorite large 
oil painting and a valu- 
able English Regency 
table. . 

. “I didn’t want to give 
them up or to ouin them 
into small rooms,” Weixler said. 

“I wanted to open up the space 
so that I could live in it, but I 
also didn’t want to give the 
impression that this was a studio 
apartment. Let’s face it, there is 
nothing you can do to disguise a 
queen-size bed.” 

What Weixler did was borrow 
an idea he had used to acatc a 
homeKifficc/guest-bedroom com- 
' blnadon for a client: He merged 
the two rooms and installed a 
Murphy bed that folds into a ' 
wall when it’s not in use. With 
the bed out of-sight, the room is 
spadous and elegant. 

. Weixler’s solution illustrates 
several concepts that he — and 
other designers — say are key to • 
making the most of space, 
whether the space available is a 
little or a lot: 

• He tailored the space to 
needs — room to entertain, dis- 
play important 'furniture, and

“One of our secretaries in the 
department said, "How can you 
talk about cheese for three 
days?"’ said Carl Brothersen, 
associate director of USU’s 
Western Center for Dairy PtiMein 
Research and Technology, and 
an organizer of the cheese confer- 
ence. "But I think we haven’t yet 
begun to taUc about it” 

Even more earnest was Jim 
Steele of the University of 


Sink your teeth into an alligator entree 


Ever thou^t about eating on 
alligator? Maybe you thou^t the 
alligator would cat you flnt 

But alligator is becoming more 
and more popular, especially 
since the Cajun cooking craze 
started a few years back. 

Cajun nippers thou^t alliga- 
tor meat was a versatile and 
tasty ingredient and included it 
in many of their dishes. I discov- 
ered that many of the redpes for 
alligator meat on the Internet 
were prepared in classical Cajun 
manner. 

! Alligators are now fann raised, 
so yoa won't have to hit the 
Louisiana bayou and scare one 
up yourself. Chef Kirt Martin 
told me there’s even on alligator 
form in Hagermon. 

Kirt and his partner Brent 
Jenks run the Snake River Grill 
in Hagcrman, and one of the 
many things they dp is create 
Yivc-course meals in the classic 
Prcnch cuisine, using wild gome 
;mcat brought to them by cus- 
;tomcrs. 

; These two chefs have devel- 
:oped methods of preparing and 
iserving everything from alligator 
to emu. It’s oil in the prepara- 

— tion,-Kirt-told me, — — 

: The best way to preserve veni- 
son, goose and any other gome is 
'to put the piece in a Ziplock 
Trec^ bag with enough water so 
the air can be squeezed out Itll 
.prevent freezer bum and nmdd 
;fat. 

; Slow cooking will also help 
^mellow the stzbng gomey flavor 
of wild meat - and other types of 
meat as well - and leave you with 
the sweeter flavor and tender 
texture. 

When pressed f6r a redpe for 
alligator, Kirt said there were so 
many things you could do, he 
couldn’t narrow it down. He ^d 
shore a redpe he often uses for 
venison, which could probably 
also be used for alligator. 

The River Bank Restaurant, 
also in Hagermon, serves alliga- 
tor, but I ddn’t get to talk to a 
chef there. It would be interest- . 
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ing to sec how they prepare their 
alligator. 

1 found the other recipes in 
cyberspace,^ after typing in “alli- 
gator recipes” in one of the 
search engines. There were sev- 
eral more great-sounding redpes 
which rd ^ happy to shore with 
anyone who’s interested. 

As long as 1 don’t have to catch 
the alligator ...

Rick Mirer and third-year defen- 
sive tackle Sam Adams are on 
thc^t. 

Mirer,.the second player cho- 
sen in the 1993 NFL di^f, and 
Adams, the eighth player picked 
in *94, must produce for the 
Seahawks to improve on their 8-6 
record. 

Mirer threw an AFC-worst 20 
intereeptions and hod a career- 
low 63.7 rating last season, while 
Adams lost his starting job five 
games into the season to 35year- 
old Joe Nosh. 

Still, the Seahawks finished 
coach Dennis Erickson’s first sea- 
son in Seattle with a 52 second 
half. 

“If things aren’t going weU, I 
wouldn’t be afraid to make a 
chan^" said Erickson of Mirer. 

If Mirer stumbles, capable 
John Friesz will be Erickson’s 
new starling quarterback. Friesz 
replaced Mirer in three games 
last season, when Erickson 
benched Mirer for the first time 
in Us career. Friesz is a former 
staner in San Diego. 

“Rick’s got to play well for us," 
Erickson said. “When I say well, 
he’s got to be consistent. 
Whatever it takes to be success- 
fid, that’s what well do.” 

The 6-foot-3, 297-pound 
Adams, son of former New 
En^ond Patriots offensive Une- 
- man Sam Adams Sr., stoned only 
12 of his ^t 28 games in his first 
two seasons with the Seahawks. 

He was considered a bust - 
until this training camp and exhi- 
bidon season, >riicn he became a 
dominant player. 

“People are having trouble 
blocking him.” Erickson said of 
Adams. “That’s b big difference." 

An improved Adams has 
meant a better pass rush - and a 
better defense - for the 
Seahawks. 

In their exhibition finale 
against the San Frondsco 49crs 
lost Fri^ night, a 20-3 victory, 
they sacirod Steve Young three 
times in the first quarter and 
wound up with ax sacks. 

A year ago, the Seahawks had 
only 28 sacks, and ranking 28th 
in league. They hod seven 
fewer takeaways than turnovers - 
and ranked 28th in the NFL in 
rushing defense, allowing 133.1 
yards a game. 

The Mohawks drafted Adams 
to take presrarc off defensive 
tacldc Cortez Kennedy, the 1992 
NFL Defensive Player of the 
Year and a five-time Pro Bowler. 

Erickson liked what he saw 
during the exhibition season, 
when the Seahawks were 3-1. 

“He’s getting blocked 1-on-l 
sometimes now," Erickson said 
of Kennedy. “That’s a pretty 
good deal for him.” 

To give Kennedy and Adams 
some rest and his defensive line 
some depth, Erickson acquired 
eight-year veteran tackle Glenn 
Mont^mcry in a draft-day trade 
with Houston. 

The strength of the Seahawks 
offense is running back Chris 


Warren, a three-time Pro Bowler 
who has produced 32.2 percent of 
his team’s offense the past four 
seasons, while compiling four 
consecutive l,005yard seasons. 
The Seahawks had the No. 3 
rushing offense in the league last 
season. 

Warren’s backup is Lamar 
Smith, who averaged 6.0 yards on 
36 carries lost season. 

The Seahawks know they must 
pass the ball more effectively in 
order for Warren to remain effec- 
tive. 

Mirer or Friesz will have a 
corps of receivers headed by 
Joey Galloway and Brian Blades, 
Seattle’s two 1, 000-yard receivers 
lost season, and includes new- 
comer Mike Pritchard and a 
healthy Ricky Proehl. 

Prochl (10 receptions, 121 
yards, one touchdown) and 
Pritchard (eight catches, 93 
yards) were Seattle’s leading 
receiving during the exhibition 
season. 

Blades, 30, had another emo- 
tional offseason. On June 17 in 
Fort Lauderdale, Fla., Broward 
Circuit Court Judge Susan 
Lebow overturned Blades’ 
manslaughter conviction.

As Switzer spoke, ovmer Jerry 
Jones just smiled.

Savings boom may not spark market bust

NEW YORK — Every now and then it 
pops up, on unsettling theory that when 
all the Baby Boomers retire, the stock, 
market will go into the tank and take 
everyone's life savings with it. 

According to this scenario, Baby 
Boomers, once they’ve retired, will no 
longer be pouring money into the stock 
market. The Boomers’ concern about 
retirement has been a big impetus for 
their stashing billions of dollars into 
mutual funds each month. So when their 
demand for equities disappears, the theo- 
ry goes, prices will go down, leaving 
everyone — Boomers and their succes- 
sors, Baby Busters — with-diminished 
assets. 

It sounds like a catastrophe looming 
somewhere in the next 20 years, maybe 
sooner. But it may -well never happen, 
simply because there ore plenty of other 
savers and investors in the next genera- 
tion. 

An American Stock Exchange survey 

Markets 


of Baby Busters finds they are also busy 
. squirreling money away, and actually ore 
saving at an earlier oge than the Boomers 
were. ... . 

The survey of 800 people ages 25-34 
found that 79 per^t are already build- 
ing nest eggs, primarily for their chil- 
dren's education or for retirement. Eighty 
percent of the respondents said they are 
interested in investing in stocks and 
mutual funds, and 52 percent already 
own mutual fund shares. 

Bal^.Busters have grown up listening, 
to stories about bull stock markets, and 
so understand at an earlier age the bene- 
fits of saving and investing. 

It'should be noted that the Busters, 
who total 40.5 million, as a group are just 
over half the size of the 76 million 
Boomers, which means they have less 
aggregate ttvings ability. But they aren’t 
the only ones who will be saving. 

For one thing, many Boomers (Busters 
too) are well aware that Sodal Security 
retir^ent benefits may not a sure thing, 
and that employer-funded pension plans 


are disappearing Put that together with 
•the fact that there are still plenty of 
Boomers who aren’t saving as much as 
theyll need for retirement, and it’s , 
to see that many Boomers will be retiring 
at a later rather than earlier age. 

Even as Boomers approach their 
hoped-for retirement time, they’ll be 
aggressively saving and. investing. 
Another survey, taken by the American 
Association of Retired Persons, found 
working people now in their SOs (pre- 
.. Boomers, if you like) are woridng harder 
at funding th^ own retirements than did 
the people who are already retired ' 

The AARP survey foimd older workers 
expect to have to depend more on their 
own savings than on Sodal Security as 
the primary source of their retirement 
income. Seventeen percent of the still- 
working pre-Boomers say 401(k) and 
403(b) plans they’ve contributed to at 
work will be their primaiy income source 
during retirement, while only 2 percent 
of current retirees say these funds are 
their primoiy income source.

Certainly, if a 
company changes management or a key 
product fails or severe competition 
develops, you can sell But your objeettve 
should be to own stocks for the very long 
tenn. 

The Standard & Poor’s Smek Guide, 
whi^ is ^ no means compleim, tnchides 
more than 10,000 stodcs. If you spent just 
two hours analyzing each one and devot* 
ed ell your waking hours to the effort, it 
would take four years to work your way 
through the list (Talk about long-term 
invcs^igl) 

- So, in order to pick stocks worth even 
two hours of analysis (or quiet contem- 
plation), you need to prune the list You 
can do that in two ways: 

Identify companies youiself 

Peter Lynch, the former manager ^ 

. the Fidelity Magellan Fund, calls this 
technique “the power of common knovd- 
edge." 

In his 1989 book, “One Up on Wall 
Sffeet,” Lynch, one of the n ati on’ s great- 
est investors, describes bow be s t umbled 
“onto the big winners in extracurricular 
situations.” Specifically: “Taco Bell, I 
was impressed with the burrito on a trip 
to California; La Quinta Motor Inns, 
somebody at ^e li^ Holiday Inn told 
me about it; Volvo, my family and 
^ends drive ^e car.” One of his top dis- 
coveries came ftom his wife, who notioed 
L’cggs pant^iose in a grocery store.

Quirky, expensive, irregularly pub- 
lished and brilliant is Outstanding 
Investor Digest (212-777-3330). The edi- 
tor, Henry J. Emerson, conducts long 
interviews with some of the country’s 
b^ money managers, who are pven the 
...time and space to explain exactly why' 
diey’re buying particular stocks. 

The Ap^ 30 issue included a talk with 
Bob Rodriguez of FPA Capital Fund, who 
extolled the virtues of MacFrugal's 
Bargains Close-Outs Inc. — which has 
since risen about 50 percent. Another 
choice. Arrow Electronics Inc., invites 
scrutiny today at just 10 times earnings. 

In 1989, Rodriguez recommended 
Green Tree Financial Corp. and Nike 
Inc. to the newsletter’s readers. A 
$10,000 investment split between the 
two now is worth more than $200,000. 

I also pay close attention to the 
newsletters of investment Hrms, espedal- 
ly when they publish lists of specific 
types of stocia, rather than scatter-shot 
recommendations. For example. Smith 
Barney Inc. has something called a “Ten 
Plus" list of companies that should out- 
perform the market from mid-1996 to 
mid-1997. 

That’s too short-term for our purposes, 
but the list of IS stocks contains some 
intriguing ideas: National City Corp., 
Midwest banks; Sonat Offshore Drilling 
Inc.; LM Ericsson, telecommunications; 
and Allstate Corp., insurance, trading at 
a P/E of 10. 

My favorite letter of this sort. Standard , 
& Poor’s Investor’s Monthly, comes with 
my Fidelity Brokerage Services state- 
ment each month. The letter’s specialty 
is computer screening: that is, it takes 
the universe of stocks and selects only 
those that meet multiple parameters. 

The current issue presents a list of 
stocks that rate at least four S&P stars 
(out of five) for expected price apprecia- 
tion, that have boosted their sales per 
employee by at least 6 percent a year for 
the past five yean and that have ratios of 
stock price to sales of one or lower per 


share, which means that investors pay SI 
or less for every dollar of the company's 
revenue. At S2 stocks, the list is long. But 
you can further refine it by including 
only companies that S4P rates B+ or bet- 
ter for "quality” — that is, stability of 
earnings and dividends over the past 10 
years. 

The Value Line Investment Survey 
(800-833-0046), a subscription sennee 
that monitors financial perfor m a n c e of 
thousands of companies and is availa b le 
at libraries, provides a weekly set of 
screens as wdl 

Finally, I mine mutual ftmds for stock 
advice especially funds with sm ^l 
portfolios, a good track record and a his- 
tory of holding stocks for a long time. To 
see what a fund owns, check Momingstar 
Mutual Funds (31259fr6000), a subscrip- 
tion service found at librari^ or Value 
Line’s new mutual fund service. Or read 
■ the statements of your own mutual 
funds, or call others and ask to get on 
their mailing lists. 

One fund I check frequently is 
Parnassus (800-999-3505) in San 
Francisco. It’s a “socially conscious” 
fund,' but, more important, manager 
Jerome Dod»n is a skillful value hunter. 
His current portfolio is beadeiby liz 
Qaibome Inci, the apparel maker; Toys 
R Us Inc; and HE. Fuller Co., specialty 
chemicals. 

Three other small-portfolio funds I fol- 
low are CGM Mutual, which has a hefty 
. investment in Nonvest Airlines Corp.; 
^pper, with big investments in Federal 
Home Loan Mortgage Corp. (Freddie 
Mac) and Fannie Mac, the mortgage- 
finance firms; and Yackunan, which late- 
ly has been buying shares of Fr anklin 
Qu^ Co. 

In fact, all of these sources of advice 
are time-management aids. If you use 
them well, you can boil down that list of 
10,000 stocks. Then, Jiy intense analysis 
— or even personal wl^ — choose com- 
panies that you would like to join as a 
parnua: for the next 30 years or so.
